The Producers Asking Relief From the 
Reichstag and a Big Trust 
Is Threatened. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Unilessrelief£.cay 
be from the Reichstag, the af ena 
sugar industry of Germany is likely to be 
organized for self-protection into a gigan- 
tic syndicate or trust with the purpose of 
regulating production and controlling 
prices. This is the view of United States 
Consul Mason at Frankfort, set out in an 
elaborate report to the State Department 
upon the present state of the sugar industry 
in Gormany. Only last May a law was en- 
acted to help out suger growers and mak- 
ers, as th's is now the only remaining field 
of profit for the German farmer. 

The act was passed at the demand of the 
Agrarian party, yet already the sugar mak- 
ers are appealing to the Reichst to res- 
cue the sugar producing interests from the 
consequences of the very act passed for its 
salvation, and which have presented them- 
selves promptly, and In a most serious form. 
Mr. Mason tells how the act has failed, and 
instead of limiting production has had the 
very opposite effect. The export bounty has 
also reduced the price of sugar in foreign 
markets, and the German farmer receives 
no more than he did before the inorease. 

Then, too, er European na- 
tions have r by an increase of their 
export duties which in a large measure 
neutralizes the benefits of the German in- 
crease, altogether the situation, so far 
as the sugar interests are concerned, is as 
bad as it well could be.

Rogers has issued a copyrighted pamphlet 
containing about 2,200 words and entitled 
“Free Land.” A copy has baen sent to 
the members of the Legislature, which 
meets next_month.

THREE RESOLUTIONS 


Introduced by Senator Call With Ref- 
erence to Cuba. 
WASHINGTON,-D. C., Dec. 14.—The Cu- 
ban question came forward in the Senate 
to-day, when Senator Call, of Florida, pre- 
sented three separate resolutions. One an- 
nounced the killing of Gen. Antonio Maceo 


as follows: 
‘Resolved, that the killing of Gen. An- 
tonio Maceo, a renowned general] in the 
service of the Republic ef Cuba, if true, 
while under a flag of truce and with an 
assurance of safety from the Spanish cap- 
tain general, was a violation of the rules 
of civilized war, an outrage of base treach- 
ery, @ murder cowardly and disgraceful 
which demands the execration of every 
Government of the world, whether civilized 
or savage; a Government which authorizes, 
permits or fails to punish the assassins who 
are connected in any way with the guilt 
of this crime, with the extreme penalty 
of the law, is an outcast from the family 
of nations and from the pale of civilization 
and public law. } 
“Resolved, That the Committee on For- 
eign Relations be requested to make in- 
quiry as to the facts and report to the Sen- 
ate at an early day.” - 

Another resolution by Mr. Call requests 
the President to demand the release of all 
United States citizens imprisoned in the 
Spanish penal colony on the Island of 
Ceuta off the coast of Africa. 

The third resolution from Mr. Call asked 
the Secretary of State for a list of all 
United States citizens imprisoned in Span- 
ish prisons, with the circumstances of ar- 
rests, charges, conviction, etc. 

The three resolutions were referred with- 
out comment to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations.

BLEW 80 MILES AN HOUR. 


Three-Masted Schooner Caught in a 
Gale Near Cape Henry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—News of a ter- 
rible hurricane occurring within the past 
week has been reported by the officers of 
the three masted schooner Bernard Hop- 
kins, which has arrived here. Not only was 


a great portion of the vessel's cargo lost, 
but two of her crew were.swept overboard. 
One of them was rescued, while the other 
lost his life. The captain of the vessel, 
Henry Foster, gave the following account 
of-the experience during the hurricane, 
which lasted four or five days: 

“In all my experience as a seafaring man, 
I never encountered such a gale, or hurri- 
cane, I should call ft, as struck us only a 
few days ago. After we left Georgetown, 

C., we had very fine weather to the 30th 
of the month. On that day the hurricane 
swooped down on us. This was about 6 
o'clock on Sunday morning, when we were 
about fifty miles south of Cape Henry. We 
tried to keep our sails set as long as possi- 
ble, but In a short while the force of* the 
hurricane carried away a portion of them, 
laying bare’ our masts. he wind blew 
about 80 miles an hour, the ship heeling at 
a time when a boy, Dennis Hicks, was 
swept from his feet, grabbing, as he went 
overboard, the mate, who was working on 
the same sail with him. When the men 
struck the water, the hold of the boy on 
the mate loosened and he was carried out 
from the vessel, the mate saving his life 
by grabbing a rope within his reach and 
hauling himself on board. Our steering 
gear got stove in, and with é6ur mast bare 
we tossed helplessly until Friday following 
the commencement of the storm. Wc were 
carried 125 miles out of our course. For the 
rest of our trip we had good weather.’’

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SUBLETTE WILL 
38 NOT VALID. 


JUDGE RASSIEUR REFUSES TO BE- 
LIEVE IT GENUINE. 


GIVES HIS REASONS FOR IT. 


He Wants to Know the Custodian of 
the Document During the Forty 
Years It Was Hidden. 


___ 


The famous “Sublette” will has been de- 
clared invalid by Judge Rassieur of the 


Probate Court. 
It was filed for probate last March, re- 


vealing a romantic story in which figured 
the tombstone over a long forgotten grave 
in the Rocky Mcuntains; some interesting 
family history; and the marvelous discov- 
ery of the will of Solomon P. Sublette, who 
died in St. Louis Oct. 1, 1857, almost forty 


ears after it was made. 

‘The will reached a legal firm of Sedalia, 
Mo., by mail in 1895, unaccompanied by any 
other writing, and with no clew to the iden- 
tity of the sender. They consulted with the 
heirs of Sublette in St. Louis, who were 
mentioned in the alleged will, and who had 
been at law for years w:th Sublette’s heirs- 
at-law for possession of the estate. 

Judge Ressieur declares the will pre- 
sumptively fraudulent. 

The story of the will is familiar to Post- 
Dispatch readers. It is ‘told in skeleton 
form in the written opinion rendered by 

udge Rassieur, which ts about as follows: 

“This alleged will dated April 15, 1856, 
more than forty years ago, is presented for 
probate under a remarkable state of facts. 
Solomon P. Sublette, as shown by the rec- 
ords of the Probate Court, died about Oct. 
1, 1857, and his estate was administered upon 
under the law by Melvin L. Gray, Esq., who 
was appointed administrator upon the 
allegation that the deceased had died in- 
testate. The administration extended over 
a period of eight and @ half years, and 
was finally closed April 3, 1866, after due 
notice to all the world. 

“The result was the establishment in the 
lawful and prescribed form of the fact that 
Sublette died without a will; that his es- 
tate had descended to his heirs-at-law; 
and his Habilities had all been discharged. 
All finab orders were 
April 3, 1866, and have not been appealed 
from. 

‘The law regarding the production of any 
lost will by one in possession of it was sub- 
stantially then as now, that the court, be- 
ing satisfactorily informed that the holder 
of a will refused % produce it, should have 
power to summon such person and compel 
him to produce the will. 

“Tt was the privilege of anyone who knew 
of the existence of a last will to enforce its 
production. Nothing is on file among e 
papers of this estate indicating thag the 
existence of this will was saspected at the 
time of the death of She deceased or during 
the administration, when the making of such 
a will must have been comparatively fresh 
in the minds of those who were witnesses to 
it or who stood in such relations to Mr, 
Subletze as made it probable they would 
have known of the making of any will. 

“The paper offered for probate is presented 
by Mrs. Thena Ewart, and she shows that 
it came to her lawyer by mail on or about 
Nov. 6, 1895, from persons who failed to 
make themselves known. The evidence is 
presented of one witness to the will who 
makes the ordinary proof, and that of two 
witnesses who testify to the signature of 


Solomon P. Sublette. One of these wit- 
nesses could not identify a signature made 
recently and hence his testimony cannot be 
considered on a signature 40 years old. The 
other says he kept the signature to a receipt 
made by Sublette. 

“On this evidence it is contended the wil: 
should be admitted as an ‘ancient document 
at common law.’ Where such documents, 
more than thirty years old, are unblemished 
by alterations. they are said to prove them- 
selves. Their bare production is sufficient. 
But it must appear that they come from a 
custody affording a reasonable presumption 
in favor of their genuinehess. 

‘“T have not the alightest reason to ques- 
tion the custody of the will had by Mrs. 
Ewart as a proper one, but the custody 
considered by the law is that between the 
date of the will and Nov. 6, 1896, when Mrs, 
Ewart’s attorney received it. Who was that 
custodian? What was the motive for 80 
long withholding the will? 

“Tf the will is fictitious, the danger of de- 
tection was greater shortly after Sub- 
lette’s death than now, when many who 
could testify have been removed by death. 

“T am lead to conclude not only that the 
will does not come from such custody as 
to afford a reason presumption in favor 
of its genuineness, Dut, on 
that a strong presumption is raised that the 
paper is not genuine and that it is subject 
to just graunds of suspicion. 

‘These presumptions seem to be fully jus- 
tified by the extreme improbability of a gen- 
uine paper being withheld so long from 
probate and the failure to account for its 
absence. as well as the fact that titles 
may have been founded on a condition of 
intestacy, which would be partially or whol- 
ly annulled by the establishment of this 
will.’”’ 

Proceeding, Judge Rassieur declares the 
will cannot be admitted to probate. An 
appeal will probably be taken from his de- 


cision. 
SHEA RELEASED. 


There Is No Evidence That He Set Fire 
to His House. 


Nicholas Shea, who was arrested Sunday 
night on suspicion of having set fire to his 
home, at 1014 Pine street, was released from 
custody Monday morning. Capt. O’ Malley 
is of the opinion that Shea is the man that 
fired the place, but claims not to be able to 
get any evidence against him. 

The fire broke out about 6 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. When the fireman arrived they 
found the peesing in six rooms on both the 
second and third floors in flames.

UPON THOUSANDS. 


NO RELIEF ACTION TAKEN. 


City Counsellor Marshall Had the 
Proof Offered Him, but Did Not 
Like His Witness. 


St. Louis is at the mercy of the cast-iron 


pipe trust. 

The city officials have known for years 
that the City Treasury was being systemat- 
ically looted by this combination of manu- 
facturers and have done nothing to put a 
stop to it. 

The looting continues, and still nothing 
is done. The officials stand idly by and see 
the trust steal the taxpayers’ money. They 
Say they are helpless, and they seem to be. 

The trust controls all the pipe manufac- 
turers which seek a market fn St. Louis 
and fixes the prices to suit itself. The ex- 
cess in freight charges prevents Eastern 
firms from underbidding it. 

The only thing which can break the pow- 
er of the trust is the law. The city offi- 
cials were offered evidence which at least 
afforded a chance of aisrupting and punish- 
ing the trust, but the evidence was offered 
by one called “a sneak and a traitor,’ and 
it was declined with thanks. 

The United States officials, less ‘‘finicky’’ 
@bout where the evidence comes from, just 
60 it is evidence, have accepted it and 
brought sul? on it. 

If the suit is successful the St. Louis au- 
thorities may condescend to “law” the 
trust and try to recover the $50,000 or more 
known to have been stolen by it. 

The publication of the fac® that a suit 
has been instituted ainst the trust at 

attanooga, Tenn., h resulted in the d's- 
covery of a very peculiar state of things 


ere, 

It has been known for years that the 
trust was mulcting the city, but the evi- 
dence on the point, while convincing, was 
not strong enough to base legal action on. 

But last March Comptroller Isaac H. 
~~ received a letter from Chattanoo- 
ga. 6 signature was fictitious and it was 
couched in mysterious language, suggest- 
ing more than was told. It imtimated that 
the writer could reveal a plot by which 
the city had been robbed of thousands of 
dollars. The letter was turned over to 
City Counsellor Marshall. Further corre- 
spondence developed the fact that the right 
rame of the man was J. E. McClure. ‘He 
had until recently sustained confidential 
relations to the President of the Chatta- 
nooga Pipe Works. 


He had taken too much intérest in the| 


affairs of the company, and got himself dis- 
charged, but not unt!] after he had ac- 
quired a deal of informatioh about the 
workings of the trust to which the Chat- 
tanooga company belonged. Among other 
things he had discovered that St. Louis 
was one of the chief sufferers by the opera- 
tions of the trust. 

He was willing to part with this informa- 
tion tn consideration of 25 per cent of the 
amount recovered by the city on suits won 
by his evidence. He submitted a lot of docu- 
mentary evidence, but Mr. Marshall did 
not examine it. e declined to go into a 
legal battle, depending mainly on the evi- 
dence of a man termed “a self confessed 
sneak and traitor.’’ 

A ehort time ego McClure sent for te 

pers. They were returned to him. He laid 

is evidence before the United States au- 
thorities; They examined it and brought 
suit against the six companies believed to 
constitute the trust. 

If the sult is successful Mr. Marshail savs 
he may take a shy at the trust. If not the 
trust will continue to rob St. Louis at its 
pleasure. 

It was in March that Mr. Marshall re- 
ceived the information about the trust, Since 
that there have been three lettings for wa- 
ter pipes. The contracts involved the ex- 
penditure of $199,599.40. The only bidders 
were the trust companies. The first letting 
was on July 2. The lowest bidder was the 
Howard-Harrison Iron Co. of Bessemer. 
Ala. Its bid was ‘$19.64 per ton. The con- 
tract was for 2,700 tone and the total cost 
was O28. 
The bill filed at Chattanooga alleges that 
these pipes can be purchased at Bessemer 
for $15 a ton. The freight to St. Louis is $8 
a ton. A fair and honest bid would, there- 
fore, have been $18 per ton, which would 
have made the total cost $48,600, $4,428 less 
than was paid. 

The other two lettings took place October 
6. One was for 4,960 tons and the other for 
5,050 tons. The Howard-Hargison Company 
was the lowest bidder on each, at $19. er 
ton. It got the contract, and was paid $199. 
599.40. If the allegations in the bill filed at 
Chattanooga are true this is $19,419.40 more 
than should have been paid. . 

Mr. Marshall wae asked Saturday why it 
was that after evidence had been laid before 
him going to prove the existence of the 
trust it had been permitted again ¢o rob 
the treasury of almost $24,000.

BISHOP WANTED TO LET A CROOK 
OFF EASY. 


HE REFUSED TO PROSECUTE. 


Judge Harvey Informs Circuit Attor- 
ney Zachritz That He Will No 
Longer Recognize His Clerk. | 


Judge Thomas H. Harvey, of Criminal 
Court No. 2, and Orrick C. Bishop, assistant 
to the Circuit Attorney, had a quarrel at

Mr. Bishop «aid that he did not consider | 
the evidence strong enough to convict on | 
the charge of robbery, and that the pris- | 
oner was willing to plead to the lesser crime 
of grand larceny. 

Judge Harvey \stened to the recommenda- | 
tion, looked over the Circuit Attorneys 
briefs in the case, and then announced that. 
in his vpinion the State had sufficient evi-' 
dence on which to go to trial on the charge | 
of robbery in the finst degree. 

“Well, if you will net accept the plea cf 
grand larceny, you will have to Zzet some 
one else to represent the State; I will nt co 
it,”” said Mr. Bishop, as he turned to pick |

This leaves the Circuit Attorney's office 
crippled.

It is not probable that, Mr. Bishop will be 
given charge of the State’s interest in 
Criminal Court No. 1, as Judge Harvey 
would in all probability consider that a per- 
sonal affront on the part of Judge Edmonds, 
Judge Edmonds will probably recogn‘ze pro- 
fessional courtesy and refuse to allow’ Mr. 
Bishop to prosecute cases in Court No, 1.

The Twelfth District Congressman strong- 
ly advises the committee to use every effort 
to place expert testimony before the Com- 
mission, which will meet Wednesday. 

He further says that every effort will be 
made by Missouri's representatives at 
Washington to insure the continued main- 
tenance of the barracks as a military post 
Mr. Cobb states that he has had several 
conferences with Secretary of War Lamont. 
He does not indicate the outcome of these 
conferences, but the tenor of his letter is 
very hopeful. 

Gen. Noble said Monday: ‘‘The people of 
St. Louis may fee! assured that they will 
be strongly represented at the meeting of 
the Commission. The four committees ap- 
pointed by the Merchants’ Exchange, the 
Loyal Legion, the Building Trades Council 
and the Business Men’s League are excep- 
tionally strong and very much in earnest. 
We are thoroughly alive to the importance 
of our efforts, not only to save the post, but 
to improve its condition and heighten its 
standard as a military stronghola. 

‘I do not think now that there is any real 
danger that the poet will Be abandoned. 
The military authorities, however much 
they might desire to take a step of that 
kind, could not even attempt to do so with- 
oud arousing the people of Missouri and the 
States tributary to St. Louis. 

“Such an attempt could not progress very 
far without intervention on the part of the 
executive branch of the Government. 

“A question like this is for Congress and 
the President to decide and, if the necessity 
arises, they will decide it. 

“I do no» think it possible for any body of 
men in military or even executive authority 
to so far fly in the face of public opinion as 
to a®ttempt to abandon a st embracing 
1,700 acres of the finest land in one of the 
principal States in the Union. Even sup-

“In my opinion the military officer who 
would sign an order to that effect would at 
the same time write his official epitaph, or 
at leas> destroy all his chances of further 
preferment. 

‘The people of St. Louis and the Arcadia 
Valley are fully aware of the disastrous 
commercial consequences that would follow 
the abandonment of Jefferson Barracks. The 
reservation’s commanding tion cannot 
be exaggerated. It has waterway connec- 
tions with every important commercial cen- 
ter in the South and West. It draws its sup- 
plies from these centers. Nearly all of these 
supplies come through St. Louis. The effects 
of the abandonment of the post would be 
felt not only in St. Louis but in every one 
of these centers. 

“In place of diverting all this business 
from 8t.. Louis I think this city should be 
made a eat distributing point for army 
supplies. When I was Secretary of the Inte- 
rior I endeavored to have a branch of the 
Indian supply agency at New York estab- 
lished here. I did all I could to throw a fair 
share of the supply business this way. I 
was successful in having large requisitions 
for mules and for bacon filled in the St. 
Louis market. I think no Secretary of the 
Interfor with St. Louis’ interests at heart 
could do otherwise. -

HER HUSBAND STABBED. 


MBRIDE OCCUPIES A CELL. 


Unusual Ending to the Jealous Cutting 
of Harry Denny by His 
Old Friend. 


Ordinartly when a jealous husband stabs! 


a man for a supposed infringement of his 
marital rights, the suspected invader of 
the home is not nursed back to health by 
the wife, with the husband’s consent. 

The injured man generally goes to a hos- 
pital, the wife to a nunnery or some other 
secluded spot, and the husband to jail. 

But this is not the case in the McBride- 
Denny affair, which occurred Saturday. The 
husband is in jail, but otherwise there is a 
wide divergence. The-wounded man, Harry 
Denny, is at the home of the husband, Lee 


McBride, under the tender care of Mrs. 
McBride. The ugly suspicions which caused 
the letting of Denny’s blood appear to have 
been dissipated from the husband’s mind. 
He enters no objection to the arrangement. 
—e samt he was a party to it before his ar-

In return for his consideration, Denny 
will not prosecute, and just as soon as the 
police are convinced that nothing serious 
will happen to the sick man as the result 
of the stabbing he received, the prisoner 
will be released. He may then go home and 
assist in repairing his friend. 

This peculiar state of affairs comes about 
by reason of the ingenious explanation set 
up by Mrs. McBride as to the compromis- 
ing circumstances which led her husband 
to think her conduct unwifely and that of 
his life-time friend most perfidious. As the 
husband believes it, and as Mrs. McBride 
appears to be a plain spoken and truthful 
little woman, there is no reason why others 
should not put the same estimate upon it. 

According to her story and wher 
husband’s also, Denny knew the parents of 
both before either of them was born. He is 
now @ man past 50, and watched them both 
grow up from childhood.

GOV. STONE ON TRAIN ROBBERS. 
Gov. Stone’s vigorous letter to Secre- 
tary of State Lesueur, instructing hip 
offer rewards for the Carondelet robbers, 
ealls attention in a forcible way to. the 
fact that the Missouri statute makes train 
robbery a capital offense. 

The Governor .is strong in his con- 
demnation of the crime of train robbing, 
but not more so than the enormity of the 
offense warrants. In eyery train robbery 
murder is a necessary element in the 
calculations of the criminals. Murder is 
always premeditated in such cases, 
whether or not it ils committed. The men 
who undertake such enterprises neces- 
sarily contemplate the killing of any who 
interfere with their plans. It is the 
knowledge of this fact that tends to 
demoralize traim crews and thus to make 
success possible. 

From every point of view it is necessary 
that the law making train robbery pun- 
ishable with death should be enforced. 
Gov. Stone urges that no other crime 
can detract so much from the prestige 
and.standing of any community. That 
opinion cannot be challenged, and the 
Governor’s action in making the reward 
three times as large for such of the 
Carondelet robbers as are convicted and 
executéd as for those merely. convicted 
and imprisoned is a practical step toward 
such prosecution of this class of criminals 
as the statute plainly contemplates.

OUR PRESENT DUTY. 


We are able to understand, in view of 
the revelations of how Maceo died, why 
Weyler, addressing the Havana mob from 
the balcony of the palace, gave the Mar- 
quis of Ahumada all the credit.

Such war- 
fare and such diplomacy have been Span- 
ish ever since the old Castilian blood was 
corrupted by amalgamation with that of 
the Moor. That tawny tide has stayed 
the ful] development of Western and 
Christiar civilization in Spain. 
After all, the murder of Maceo is no 
more an abandonment of personal honor, 
or of the rules of civilized and Christian 
warfare, than was the execution of An- 
tonio Lopez Coloma, after he had sur- 
rendered to Weyler as a prisoner of war 
and under promise of amnesty. 
Such incidents as these have charac- 
terized the warfare of the Spaniards in 
Cuba from the very beginning. More 
than a year ago it was the duty of the 
United States to insist that the Cubans 
should be accorded the rights of war. 
That duty having been left undone, our 
present duty becomes more imperative.

THE SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 


Every little while some preacher takes 
occasion, as did Rev. Dr. Rhodes last 
night, to condemn in an unqualified man- 
ner the Sunday newspaper, along with the 
Sunday theater, the Sunday concert and 
other things not strictly religious. 

It is true that some Sunday news- 
papers in the large cities deserve con- 
demnation, not because they are Sunday 
newspapers, but because they are bad 
newspapers and would prove unwhole- 
some to readerg any day in the week. 
But the leading Sunday newspapers of 
St. Louis, especially the Post-Dispatch, 
are not open to such condemnation. 

The chief reason why certain divines 
cam find nothing but evil in a newspaper 
because it comes out on Sunday is that 
they take too narrow a view of hu- 
man life. Their horizon is bounded 
by certain theological abstractions. 
To be consistent they ought to con- 
demn Christ for eating with. publicans 
and sinners, if the critics can discover 
that He did this on the Sabbath. The 
records show that he mixed with all sorts 
and conditions of men, soothed their sor- 
rows and healed their sicknesses as read- 
ily on the Sabbath as on any other day. 
To Him it proved true that “the holier 
the day, the better the deed.” 

A good newspaper does no harm merely 
because it comes to a reader on Sunday. 
A bad newspaper is a curse any day in 
the week.

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LIGHT CONTRACT 
IRONCLAD 


CITY HAS MADE EVERY EFFORT 
TO INSURE PROTECTION. 


BOND OF $100,000 REQUIRED. 


Contractors Who Do Not Come Up to 
Terms or Who Try Rascality 
Will Lose Their Property. 


The form of contract and the three sets 
of specifications for etreet lighting after 1900 
were received from the printer Monday by 
Water Commissioner M. L. Holman, Chatr- 
man of the Committee on Waterworks and 
Public Lighting of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. 

The incandescent specifications were 
printed exclusively by the Post-Dispatch 
when they were first drawn up. Mr. Hol- 
man refused to give out the others until 
they were acted upon by the Board of 
Public Improvements. They will be adopted 
with few alterations by the board. 

The contract is an iron-bound and double- 


riveted instrument. Profiting by experience 
with slippery contractors ample provision 
is made for every emergency and conceiva- 
ble kind of deviltry. 

The contractor will be tied hands and 
feet and the first time he ohromots to do any 


f the contractor ¢ 
profitable figure and th 
coup himself at the expense of the 

giving imperfect service the will 

some morning and find himself out one con- 
tract. 

The Board of Public Improvements ifs 
given very extensive powers. If it at any 
time finds the contrhotor is not doing his 
work properly, it may give him a hearing 
after five days’ notice. If it then appears 
to the Board that the shortcomings are 
due to causes under the control of the con- 
tractor he will be given ten days in which 
to remedy matters. If he fails to do 60, 
the plant is confiscated and becomes the 
absolute property of the city. The city 
may, if it sees proper, restore it to the 
company later on, it may relet the contract 
or it may continue to operate it. 

There will be no such thing as a contrac- 
tor getting 300 lighte behind orders, as the 
Edison company now is. For each incandes- 
cent lamp ordered and not put up a fine of 
10 cents per day shall be inflicted, and for 
each arc light a fine of 50 cents a day. 

No pay can be drawn for lamps “‘out of 
service.” Any incandescent lamp of less than 
32<candle power and any arc lamp of less 
than 700-candle Wewer will be “out of ser- 

ce ve 


All lamps which are not changed within 
thirty days after change is ordered will be 
considered “‘out of service.”’ 

A bond of $100,000 is required. In addition 
to that, 6 per cent shall be kept out of the 
monthly payments until a fund of $100,000 
has been accumulated, which is designed to 
additionally protect the city against damage 
on account breach of contract. All that 
remains at the expiration of the contract is 
to be paid back to the contractor. 

The contractor must begin the construc- 
tion of his conduits and his plant within 
ninety days after the contract is approved, 
must carry ft on continuously and must re- 
port progress quarterly to the Board.
